1 . Applicants' response filed on 04/26/201 1 has been fully considered. Claims 1 9 
and 20 are amended and claims 1-20 are pending. 

2. Pending claims 1 -20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 -20 
are allowed. The closest prior art especially Faykish (US 5,866,236) does not disclose 
the retroreflective sheet for security comprising the position of the high-refractive glass 
beads which does not coincide with the position of the print layer when observed from 
the surface layer side of the retroreflective sheet.
